In time of HZadrianus they Rebelled in Fudza, and were 
ſoon tamed. Bur in the|Year x28 -/Hadrianus converted 
Jeruſalem into 8 Reman Coleny and called it Z/ia-Caprroling, 
and erected the Temple of Jupzrer, by rhe fide of the Jeu- 


Ms Temple, whence occaſioned the laſt and Fatal Re- 
ell 


ion of the Jews, under Barchochebas their Leader , 
who ſew many Romans and Chriſtians, but in the Year 
135, or one Hundred' and Three Years after Chriſts 
Death with much difficulty they were utterly Broken.and 
Ruined, and. by Wars, at this time Perithed 580000 
Souls, beſides infinite Numbers more who died of Fire , 
Plague, and Famine. Then was a Swinez Head Engraven 
over the Gates of the City, with other Pagan Images , 
and the Jews were utterly forbidden ever to come there 
more, unleſs once by the Year, to bewail the Abomina- 
tions and away again, and here now the Abomination of 
Deſolation was at the higheſt Pitch, at what. time alſo a 
Temple to Jupiter was rected at Golgotha, and another 
to Venus at Bethlehem. And hence forward the Jews utter- 
ly left off their ſeveral Ceremonies, as well Chriſtians as 
other Jews. After theſe things, 179 Years, or in the Year 
of Chriſt 31.4, was Maximinusthelaſt Pagon Tyrant, rout- 
ed and overcome by Licinius the Contederate of Conſtan- 
tine the Great, and ſoon; after Died Tormented of God/, 
at Thayſus in Kilikia, and Himſelf called in the Edit of 
Perſecuting Chriſtians before he Died. But he no ſooner 
Dead, but Idolatry was every where caſt down, and the 


 Abomination of Deſolation at Jeruſalem. was. ſet aſide,

Churches were Built up, and Idol-Temples pull'd down ; Eccl. Hift, 
and thence forward ceaſed the Abomination.

And 
this Abomination of Deſolation, and Ceſſation of dayly

But in the End of the 
ſame Year Maximinus perſwaded by his Magitians, re- 
newed the Perſecutions, but was Routed in Battel by Z- 
cinius, and ſoon after in'314 Died of the hand of Ged, 
And then every where Idolatry was Deſtroyed, and Gods 
Goſpel Worſhip was ſet up at Jeruſalem, all Idol Temples 
being there aboliſhed and caſt out. Here therefore end- 
ing the Abomination,& the daily Sacrifice being reſtored ; 
Hence are we to begin. the firſt Term of Danje/s Times, and 
Ezek. 4. 4, to reckon onwards. The times mentioned are two, where- 
iN ok of the firſt is of 1290, and the ſecond 1335 days, which 
26, 29. according to the uſage of Holy Writ are to be underſtood 
of ſo many Years, as they are called Days. And now 
count we trom the Year of Chriſt 313, an Addition of 
1290 Years, and they will ſet us in the Year of Satva- 
rion 1603. Which is the| very Year whereon King James 
came into Fyg/axd, and began to poſſeſs the Crown of 
oreat Britain, and on the fame Year was the Saventh 
great Conjunttion in the Fiery Triplicity, and at the end of 
rhe Year was a new Star in Seventeen degrees of Sagita- 
7y. And the ſecond Term mentioned by Davie}, which 
| . bound- 
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bounded his 1290 Years was the Time, Times, and an 
half. So as *twas not the deliverance of his People, which 
at end of thoſe Years was forſhewn , .for the Years are 
long ſince come up and gone by, and no ſuch thing 1s 
done, and thetore it follows, that at end of this Date, or 
Term of 'Time, the other mentioned by the ſame Author 
is to take place. And thus after 1290 Years from the A- 
bomination of Deſolation ſet up, 1s to follow a Time , 
Times, and an halt, and then 1s to be expected the Deli- 
verance. And ſo from the coming into England of King 
Fames, there was to be expected a Time, and Times, and 
an half, and then ſhall follow the Reſtoration of the 
Jews. And whether we will have it the time of Reign 
of One King, and Two Kings, and an Interregnum, or a- 
ny other way, and wherher we will eſteem theſe tunes 
to be reckoned by our Kings Reigns in Frgland or Germa- 
Y; or at Rome, It cannot be long to the end there- 
of.

Unuſual 
ſhapes, ſuch as extraordinary big or ſmall, or when Crolles 
or other Signs appear in the Bodys of either. 

Signs in the Stars are when new Stars,Comets or unuſual 
Meteors do appear, and that of horrible Colours, ſhapes, 
quantity, and bigneſs, and do laſt long or do miſcheit. 
Great ConjunCtions, and Conſtellations, and Crouds of 
Planets in mutual Oppoſetion or Conjunition, or ſhews in the 
Heavens of Armies or Monſters, &c. 

Signs upon Earth are: Monſtrous Births, Apparitions. 
of Ghoſts, ſtrange Thunders, Hail-Storms, Froſts, Earth- 
quakes, moving of Mountains, Trees, Houſes, or Towns, 
prodigious Winds, &c. Strange Voices heard and nct

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of, has-not been known of many Ages ; #1 Novemb. and 
December * of the ſame: Year, followed the prodigious 
Comet, in form of a Spit of .great length ; which coming 
out of the South, appeared for Twelve Months, and matte 
abodexvith us in our Norrbers Latitude ior forme Months. 
February tith. 1681. Was a total Eclipſe of the Moon Fan 
tal and Bloody ,. in 4* of Virgo. Auzdſt 1682. Was 
another Comet in the. Northern /emiſphere, which ſhone 
ſometime and moved Soathwards. In Velober came up the 
great Conjurttion of Satura and Fupiter, Which yet Reigns 
in the Second Decanate of Leo; and on December the 5th. 
a fearful: Torch appeared double, which coming from 
North-Ea(t, and: South-Ve/f, met in Mid-Heaven, and dath- 
ing at each other, vanithed with a great blaze of Light. 
Andlaſtly, on Fax. 17. vvas a viſible Eclipſe of the $4 in 
the Sth. of Aquarius, almoſt Total in the Weſtern Floriſey. 
And beſides theſe are talkr of ſeveral Viſions ſeen in the 
Ayr, and noyſe of Drums beating, heard, no Man knovys 
from vvhence, and ſtrange-Prophefies of Deſtruction and 
much Miſchief attending us, and great Rumours of Wars 
every vyhere. Burt the Pulpit 1s no place to tell firange 
ſtories in; I ſhall omit therefore the crovvd of Hereſays, 
of. Mock Suns and Moons, and ſeveral Vapours, beſides re- 
lations of nevv Springs and Rivers broken out, vvhich ne- 
ver vvere vvont to ſhevv themſelves but againſt times of 
extremity. And novv vvhat theſe things 11gnifie belong 
not unto this place to decide; but do rather lead me to 
give vvarning, that in ſuch caſes every body- do fear the 
vvoriſt, and the beſt vvill mend it felf.. That is, God 
ſends theſe vvarnings that vve may repent of our fins, and 
in expectation of danger, to ſtick the clofer unto our God, 
in all holineſs of Converſation. And this the rather, be- 
cauſe in the next place, vve- are forevvarned that after 
theſe Signs ſhall tollovv, Diſtreſs of Nations with Perplexity, 
the Sea and. the. Waves roaring, Mens. Hearts failing them

as was that of our Predeceſſours 2 Then let the Jews look 
up ; for they are riſen up who have equalled their iniqui- 
ties, and the Redemption of the Fews therefore draweth 
nigh.

7he Triſh 
Reb-ls in 1641, who Murtlered ſo many Thouſand Pro- 
teſtants, have in ſome meaſure taſted Divine: Vengeance 
for the ſame.

to the uttermoſt, if ought of Goodneſs abide in them.

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and eſpecrlly tor Saintly, Ones, ſuch as the Father in this 
Cafe certainly was. In Obedience therefore to- that 
Command, the King has| Pardoned; and no Man beneath 
the King, can therefore| deny or diſanul the fame, ' and. 
Woe be to that Man who ſhall yet think of ſuch a thing ! 
Ana ſeeing the King and his Cavaliers have fully Pardon- 
ed, who thall Condengn ? But Ah, Alas, theſe Pardcins. 
extend only unto Exemption from Corporal Puniſhment 
by the Pardoners, but tend nothing at- all towards an 
Expiation with God, without true Repentance for their 
Bloudy Crimes. And in caſe of Rapine and Blood, it 
ſeems no Tears nor Ails of Eonfeſſion, can be ciieemed 
with God Penitential enough, without Reſtitution and 
SatisfaCtion, at leaſt, unto the* utmoſt of the Penitents 
Ability. We may remember, That by: a Free-Parlia- 
ment, in the Choice of which, neither the King nor the 
Biſhops, nor hardly -8 Cavaliers, had Votes, the late 
War, in a moſt free Debate, has been Adjutiged to be a 


Notorious Rebellion on the Conquerours part, which was 


the Parliaments ſide, and|that the Covenant, which: was 
the Bond of that Confederacy, deſerved to be Burnt ; 
which: if ſo, by what a fair Umpyrage has God then de- 
zermined, at whoſe Door lies all the Blood-guiltineſs / 
And if fo, what a Fatal: Blood-guiltinefs of Crying Mur- 
thers, lies then at thoſe Mens. Doofs ?: What Feartul Ac- 
counts of Taxes, Sequeſtrations, and ſuch like, have all 
Men on: that ſide to Anſwer for, before the Tribunal 
Throne of God?

Goſpel- 
Statutes therefore required -all Rebels and Thieves, not- 
withſtanding all Acts of Parliament, tending to Oblivi- 
on, and Excuſe, from Law-ſuirs, and trom ali Recoveries 
of the Kings Courts, to make their Peace with God by 
an hearty Repentance, and to make their Peace witl: 
the individual wrong'd: Parties, either by a Reſtitution, 
or Satisfaction, or ſome ſuch Acknowledgment and Con- 
teſſion, of the wrong, as might give content to the Par- 
ty. wronged. But how tew be they who have dons this ? 
And now theretore , though neither the King, nor the 
Cavaliers, have any thought, in the leaſt, of expeRQati- 
on of any Saisfaction for ſuch old Wrongs. Yet. 1t_ ap- 
pears by the foreboding Signs, tliat-rhe Time is coming, 
and is at Hand, wherein God will make Inquiſition for 
Innocent Blood, and call to Account for thefe things.

How dreadful therefore at this time, does danger look 
upon this City, and upon all Men of this Land that ftand ftained 
with the Guilt of the lare Rebellions, and eſpecially upon all ſich 
who inſtead of Repentance for the lame, do ſhew forth Images of 
their old fins, as if juſt about to. be acted over again. And as 
aboding of ſuch Dangers, a general Conſternation ſeems to pol- 
{ets all Mens Minds with Dread and Fears, which uſually precede 
greivous Judgments Therelis [ a Plague paſt, ] [| and a Dread- 


| ful Fire, I but theſe ſeem bur as thoſe things of which Chriſt ſpeak 


ſaying, | they are but the beginning of Sorrow } the Caſe of fern a- 
lem is to us an example of torewarning, anda pattern of what we 
have to fear. Let wiſe Men therefore read the ſtory, and fore- 
ſeeing thence a Cloud of Tribulation hanging aver our heads, let 
chem ſtudy the Holy Art of true Repentance and Amendment, 
that ſo their own Lives may be given them for a Prey.

Chief, one would. think are bur thin among us, ſo far as can be 
diſcerned ; but what ſtore of them lurk in diſguiſe, or what Foz - 
reign Prince may be let in, or may break in upon us, God knows. 
Some way or other its to be ſeared, they. will prevail for a time. 
I remember the French renowned Prophet Michael Noſtradame, has 
a Propheſie of a City Built with Brick, that is to be burat down, 
and to be Built again with Marble. If it be L-ndons fate to prove 
thatZBuilding of Brick, there is little to be doubred bur afterwards 
ic. wilt be ſeen again cloathed in Marble. But methinks I dread 
more the Bloud of the People then the Flame of the Houſes. And 
ſhould the French be the Inſtruments of this Bloudy Woe, there is 
as great Jikehhood their own Metropelis will pay for our Repairs 
within a'few Years after, even Fire for Fire, and Bloud for Blond. 
For 'tis but a Fatious and Seditious Crew of them, who as it were 
marked for Vengeance, are fo haunted br: an evil Conſcience, and 
diabolick Furies, that they cannot reſt tul they puli down, Judges 
ments upontheir own heads, and ruin upon their Families. Bur 46 
ſoon as Gods Work ſhall be done ontheſe, there isa Virtuous Breed 
of Loya! Hearts who never yet bowed knee to Baal, who ſhall ar 
once riſe up and deſtroy the Deitroyers, and burn the chaſtizing 
Rods. And thus have I mingled hopes and fears among my hum- 
ble Conjectures and Prayers ; and all to this end, that beit poſſible 
evil Men-may be drawn in to ſee and repent their grieyous Sine, 
and good Men may be prepared to glorifie God, and to give him 
the praiſe of all his glorious Works.

VVithin the walls She is rather worſe 
than wichour; where preſerving Life a few weeks the longer, the 
Famine bites worſe there, then the Sword did in the Fields. Here 
the Mother has not Food to ſatisfie her own Hunger, andyertis fain_ 
to feed her tender Infant from| her Heart-Bloud, until violent Hun-. 
ger conftraining, neceſſity of Nature draws her in torſlay and eat” 
the Fruit of her VVomb to allay the herce Bitterneſs of inceſlant 
Hunger. And ſuch was the hardſhip in Feruſalem, that one A4+- 
riam a Tich Matron, after many conltraints, having ſfodden the 
Fleth of her Child to qualline| her hungry Appetite; was rob'd of 
it when ready to fit down and eat, by the rude and Seditious Rab- 
ble, led inby the, ſmell ro find the Prey ; and finally, She dyed 
as Thoufand others did, rhe painful 8 lingring death of Famine. 
Putour Saviour has nor intailed the whole Flock of Woes on teem- 
ing Women alone, bur rather inſtanced in one caſe, leaving us” to 
judg of the reſt, 'and of the whole Bodv of Hercules by his Foo. 
Hence therefore are we to conceive, or faying to our ſelves, woe 
alſo to che great Rich Men, mighty and wealthy in Mony and Land, 
whoſe Heart's glued to the World, as fatt as the good Womans bo- 
wells to her ſicking Infant, when they ſhall ſee their Barns full of 
Corne all of a light Flame, and their Feilds full of Catrel, quite
